DRY LAW ENTERS 
‘ITS NINTH YEAR. 


Washington, January 13.—(United 
News.) —Prohibition stepped into the 
national limelight here today as the 
dry amendment started on the week of 
its ninth anniversary. 

While the National United Com- 
mittee for Law Enforcement were 
singing Hozannas for the prohibition 
era, the association against the pro- 
hibition amendment fired a_ verbal 
broadside attacking the results of nine 
years under Volsteadism. 

On Capital Hill senators were pre- 
paring to consider a $25,000,000 in- 
crease for prohibition enforcement, in- 
troduced by Senator William J. Har- 
ris and approved by the finance com- 
mittee as a part of the first deficiency

York Steam Tunnels 


VIE WITH PARIS SEWERS AS LODGING HOUSES :: 


Provide Homes for Many

New York, January 13.—After all, 


why go to Florida for the winter when 
it is. so nice and cosy down under- 
neath the Grand Central station? 

Quite a number of our worst peo- 
ple—how many the police are now 
trying te find out—habitually spend 
the oyster months there, it has been 
discovered through the chance arrest 
of one of them. 
|. He was just popping into a favorite 
manhole when one of Police Commis- 
sioner Whalen’s energized detectives 
grabbed him by the scruff of the neck. 

“Say, where you think you're go- 
ing?” demanded the detective. 

“Home, officer.” 

Runs for Many Miles. 

The scandalized sleuth hauled the 
young man into’ Yorkville’ court. 
where he said his name was Theodore 
Moehlder, 22, and his address was 
“down in the pipe tunnel.” 

“Lots ol people live there,” the pris- 
oner said. “Of cour: I only know 
about my section of it. It runs on for 
miles and miles.” 

Moehlder defended his hitherto un- 
known civic section loyally. He was 
no sewer dweller, he said. It was 
warm and dry down there and there 
were no prowling police 65 to 95 feet 
below street level. 

He said that at night he would 
climb iren ladders and reach his fa- 
vorite exit—” one of about a _ thou- 
sand”’—which led to a door he knew 
and 2 passageway that opened into 
an alleyway between the fashionable 
Park Lane and Marclay hotels. 

Is Steam Pipe Tunnel. 

Limousines would be parked in the 
alleyway amd from these he would se- 
lect a fine robe or a few choice acces- 
sories, dispose of them and buy a 
good meal and some fresh newspapers 
to sleep on before going back to the 
tunnel, 

This, an investigation revealed, is 
a labyrinth of underground galleries 
that carry the insulated steam, hot 
water and cold water pipes from the 
New York Central’s huge power house 
in 59th street between Lexington and 
Park avenues to dozens of hotels and 
skyscrapers in the Grand Central 
zone, including the railway terminal 


Will Holt, superintendent of th 
Pipe galleries, confirmed Moehlder'’s 
assertion that there were ‘‘a thousand 
ways” to get into and out of them and 
that an unknown number of vagrants 
lived there as comfortably as rats in 
a granary. The tunnels are of con- 
crete, 12 feet square and _ reach a 
maximum depth under the Commodore 
Hotel of 90 feet. The main tunne) is 
15 blocks long, twisting and full of 
crannies suitable for bedrooms. warm- 
ed by steam pipes two feet in diameter 
and kept dry by centrifugal pumps 
which raise drainage to the level of 
the sewers. There are electric lights 
at intervals.

Athens, Ga., January .13.—()— 
Many among Georgia's most promi- 
nent citizens attended the funeral to- 
day of Dr. David C. Barrow, chancel- 


lor emeritus of the University of 
Georgia, whose dominant note was 
simplicity. 

With all of the living former gov- 
ernors of the state designated among 
state and university officials as an 
honorary escort, the body was interred 
in Oconee cemetery, three days after 
the death of the noted educator. 

From 12 noon until 3 p. m., the body 
lay in state in the chapel of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and a half hour 
later simple services were conducted 
by the Rey. Lester Rumble, pastor of 
the First Methodist chureh, of Athens. 

Thousands of persons were in Ath- 
ens today for the funeral, having 
come from all parts of the state to 
honor the man who served as chancel- 
lor and guiding force of the university 
for 19 years.

Neighbors identified 
the body as that of Mrs. Kinder, and 
it was taken to a local undertaking 
establishment where it remained until 
today. . 

Last night police were informed 
that the body was not that of Mrs. 
Kinder but of Mrs. Ruth and that 
Dr. Kinder had never been married, 
An investigation was started and 
Mrs. Ruth’s sisters were summoned 
from South Boston. 

Mrs. Ruth was .the danghter of 
Mrs. Johanna Woodford, of South 
Boston. The mother was prostrated 
with grief when she was informed of 
the tragedy today. Members of the 
family declined to discuss the case 
except to say that Mrs. Ruth was 
a close friend of a doctor and Mrs. 
Kinder and visited the Kinder home 
frequently. They said that they be- 
lieved Mrs. Ruth’s death was due to 
natural causes. 

The cause of the fire had not heen 
determined definitely but was heliev- 
ed to have started in the purtitions 
of the living room, which was locat- 
ed heneath the bedroom where Mrs.

VITAMINS FOR GASTRIC 
ULCER. 

The newer knowledge of nutrition 
has modified and in some cases quite 
revolutiozized the treatment of dis- 
ease. For instance, pernicious ane- 
mia was formerly a baffling disease 
with an inevitable outcome. Today 
the victim may be kept well ap- 
parently as long as he will eat some 
liver two or three times a week, any 
kind of liver prepared in any way 
the patient prefers. What is it 
liver that cures pernicious anemia, yet 
has no effect cn ordinary secondary 
anemias such as most people with 
limited health knowledge have? It is 
conjectural, but there is- some rea- 
son for believing that liver happens 
to contain some factor like a vitamin 


that is essential for the development 
of the hemoglobin in the blood, 


Largely due to the studies of Mec-. 


Carrison, a British army doctor, medi- 
cal views of the cause and treatment 
of stomach ulcer (also called gastric 
ulcer, peptic ulcer, duodenal ulcer or 
gastro-duodenal ulcer) have been 
modified lately. Heretofore a system 
of dieting in which a large propor- 
tion of fat, cream usually, was the 
main feature, has given the most sat- 
isfactory results in the treatment of 
this eondition. Physiologically we 
knew only t' it fats or oils tend to 
inhibit or diminish the secretion of 
hydrochloric acid in the stomach, and 
excessive acidity is a prominent fea- 
ture in such cases. The high fat diet 
has seemed to agree well with these 
patients, and of course fat has the 
highest nutritive (caloric) value of all 
food materials. 

McCarrison and other’ students 
have brought forward the idea that 
an adequate supply.of vitamins may 
have much to do with the healing of 
gastric ulcer, and the medical profes- 
sion is now speculating as to whether 
the vitamins in cream may not ex- 
plain the remedial value of the high 
fat diet. In any event it seems well 
that the victim of gastro-duodenal ul- 
cer be provided with a good vitamin 
ration, whctever limitations or re- 
strictions may be necessary in his 
diet at the moment, 

Just which vitamins are concerned 
here? I don’t know. but MeCarrison 
believes that Vitamin B (anti-neuri- 
tic) and Vitamin C (anti-scorbutie ) 
protect the digestive tract from in- 
fections and that an excess of carbo- 
hydrate (sugars and starchy foods) in 
the diet tends to enhance the dele- 
terious effects of a deficiency of 
these two vitamins. 

Dr. Seale Harris, an authority on 
the subject, asserts that McCarrison 
is right about this, and remarks that

Among the farm crops, tobacco has 
made greatest strides in the state 
within the last few years. Beginning 
with a production of 350.000 pounds 


in 1925. which sold for $80,000, the 
acreage has increased each year since 
until 82,793.916 pounds were grown 
in 1928 on 106.000 acres which sold 
for $10.582.991.47, an average of 
12.78 cents.a pound. 

Bright leaf tobacco used largely 
for cigarettes and smoking tobacco 
is grown in Georgia, it being of fine 
quality for these purposes as tests 
show. Tobacco is grown in approxi- 
mately 70 south Georgia counties in 
commercial quantities, but it has been 
grown as high up as the Athens sec- 
tion in the northeast Georgia and in 
Milton county. in north Georgia. 

Hogs on Georgia farms in 1927 
showed a 20 per cent increase over 
the vear before and a larger increase 
in 1928.

south Georgia. 


Georgia has shown the lowest death 
rate f any state east of the Missis- 
sippi river since 1922, the death rate 
for 1927 being only 9.9 per thousand, 
a drop of 52 per cent as compared 
with 1911. During the “flu” epi- 
demie of 1928-29 it has but slightly 
increased, 

This rate is'much lower than the 
national average for several years. 
In 1922 the death rate in the United 
States was 11.8, in 1923 it was 12.3 
and in 1924 .the latest figures navail- 
able, the national rate was 11.8. 


Georgia's infant mortality rate was 
lower in 1927 than in any previous 
year recorded in the state, being also 
one point lower per thousand than the 
1925 rate in the United States regis- 
tration area, the latest available fig- 
ures.

HOLDER RESIGNATION 
SITUATION QUIESCENT 


Highway Chairman Silent 
Over Week-End on Re- 
quested Retirement. 


No further word from John N. 
Holder. chairman of the state highway 
hoard, had been received Sunday by 
Governor L. G. Hardman, who told 
The Constitution Sunday night that 
he had nothing to add to the public 
letter be issued Saturday to the high- 
wav chief requesting his resignation 
by Tuesday and which drew a refusal 
from Holder to relinquish his post be- 
fore the expiration of his term in 
June. 

The governor's silence is taken to 
indicate that he will make no further 
moves, but will wait until Tuesday, 
the time limit set in his request for 
Chairman Holder's resignation. 

The governor, in his public state- 
ment asking for Holder’s resignation, 
included a letter from Thomas H. Mc- 
Donald, chief of the federal bureau of

10 CHURCH FIREBUG 


Rev. Norris, Crusading Bap- 
tist, Once Indicted for 
Arson, Not Suspected. 


Fort Worth, Texas, January 13.— 
(P)—Assuming that a “fire bug” had 
been responsible for burning the $300,- 
000 First Baptist church of the Rev. 
J. Frank Norris. militant “fundamen- 
talist” here, authorities today sifted 
motives for the supposed arson. 

The Rev. Mr. Norris, acquitted two 
years ago on a self-defense plea of 
the murder of D. D. Chipps. wealthy 
lumberman, was in Austin when fire 
destroyed the building Saturday. 

Several years ago, another church 
of the pastor burned. He was ac- 
quitted of an arson charge in that 
connection. 

Beyond the knowledge that the Rev. 
\”. Norris, a “crusading” minister, 
had made enemies, the investigators 
had slim clues today, Diseovery of 
blackened gasoline containers, which 
the. church janitor said had not been 
seen about before,’ in the wrecked 
building furnished the first evidence 
that the blaze had been started by 
an incendiary. 

For years Norris has been a storm 
center at the Texas Baptist conven- 
tions, his non-conservative attitude 
and methods having resulted in that 
body’s denying him a seat.

Madison Square Garden Ex- 
ecutive Proves Self Capa- 
ble of Handling Bouts.

New York, January 13—(/)—lt 
may turn out that boxing already has 
located the Moses so badly needed to 
lead the game in general and the 
Madison Square Garden corporation in 
particular out of the confusing situa- 
tion left by the death of Tex Rickard. 

Even more significant than the ac- 
tual clinching of negotiations for the 
Stribling-Sharkey fight at Miami 
Beach is the fact that they have 
brought out William F. Carey as the 
dominating figure in Garden ranks. 
Just when it seemed that a hopeless 
muddle had been created by Rickard’s 
passing, the square-shouldered, square- 
jawed figure of Carey emerged to bring 
something like order out of chaos, 

Carey and Dempsey. 

The combination in the new order 
of fistic affairs seems to be Carey 
and Dempsey and forthcoming events, 
includiug the fight in Florida, may 
prove that it is well equipped to pick 
up where Rickard left off. 

Cufrey, an engineer of world-wide 
experience and a Wall street executive, 
will handle the business reiuvs. In 
effect he is now Rickard’s real sue- 
cessor in charge of all Garden activi- 
ties, although his formal election to 
the post of president and general man- 
anger may not take place for a few 
weeks. 

Dempsey may have a dual role, first 
as co-promoter at Miami Beach and 
iater as the main actor of the conclud- 
ing ring drama of the year. But the 
partnership with Carey is likely to 
continue indefinitely, if it develops as 
happily as it has started. 

Good Business Head. 


“My idea of Dempsey always has 
been that he was just a fighter and a 
great one,” said Carey after his first 
conference with the former champion, 
“but let me tell you he has a good 
business head on him and a_e keen 
knowledge of the game.” 

All of which may indicate that. the 
first alarms sounded in the few days 
following Rickard’s death may have 
been a trifle premature. The boxing 
business will go on and there may be 
material for another good story about 
two Irishmen. 


The two-mile distance that Paavo 
Nurmi has selected tor his first two 
appearances in this winter’s indoor 
track champaign, in New York and 
Boston, will offer a good chance to 
compare the flying Finn’s form with 
that of his epic tour of the boards in 
1925. 

It was at two miles, on the old 11- 
lap track of the original Madison 
Square Garden, that Nurmi turned in 
the greatest single performance of his 
previous visit, if not of his. entire 
foot-racing career. He covered the 
distance in what was then considered 
the impossible time of eight minutes 
58 1-5 seconds, the first and only time 
in history that two miles had been run 
under nine minutes, indoors or out. 

Just as startling as his time wer? 
the circumstances of Nurmi’s perform- 
ance, for he turned in this record feat 
as the climax of three straight nights 
of competition at as many different 
cities—Buffalo, Syracuse and New 
York. 

At Syracuse, the night before his 
great race in New York, Nurmi was 
content to let a fair-haired young 
Syracuse boy, Al Gottlieb, beat him 
in a one-mile race. Inquiry was made 
about Paavo'’s whereabouts prior to

ASK RADICAL CHANGES 


Macon, Ga., January 13.—(4)— 
Radical changes in the state compen- 
sation act are to be sought by the 
Georgia Federation of Labor at the 


next session of the general assembly 
it became known here today, follow- 
ing a meeting of the officers. 

It was announced at the conclusion 
of the afternoon conference that the 
offices of the state federation had de- 
cided to have presented to the legis- 
lature amendments to the compen- 
sation act which “will improve the 
conditions of the working men.” 

The organization will seek in one 
amendment to the act to have the dis- 
putes in connection with adjustments 
under the compensation act for’ per- 
sonal injuries taken out of the super- 
ior court and if there are to be any 
appeals’ from the cpmmission, these 
must be made to the court of appeals, 
under the proposal. 

Another amendment would increase 
the allowance under the compensa- 
tion act. The organization claims 
coat the rate that now prevails is too 
ow. 

Under the compensation act all cor- 
porations or firms employing 10 or 
more men are required to carry com- 
pensation insurance.

Southern Reclamation Topic 


Of Meeting Opening Today 


Problems of far-reaching impor- 


tance to the south and its rural life 
will be considered by more than two- 
score agricultural experts who meet 
this morning at the Ansley hotel in 
the first session of a two-day confer- 
ence of the Southern States Associat- 
ed Committees on Reclamation. 
These committees, composed of ag- 
ricultural experts and authorities on 
rural life, have been at work for 
three years on the various phases of 
reclamation work in their respective 
states and are meeting now to con- 
sider the formulation of a compre- 
hensive program of rec lamation in the 
entire south. 
N. 


Hugh MeRae. of Wilmington. 


C., is chairman of the associated com- 
mittee and an authority on reclama- 
tion problems. Sunday Mr. McRae 
reviewed briefly some of the problems 
confronting the conference and made 
an effort to clarify certain points 
concerning the reclamation program 
in general, 

By way of explanation Mr. McRae 
pointed out that many people are un- 
der misapprehension in respect to the 
real meaning of reclamation as it is 
now practiced. “Reclamation,” Mr. 
McRae said, “formerly meant only the 
reclaiming of waste land, by draining 
or by irrigation. This term has now 
expanded until reclamation has come 
to mean not only the reclaiming of 


the land but the reclaiming of rural 
life in general. In other words, after 
the land has been reclaimed the work 


has just begun. The farmers must 
be educated, by example, in the prop- 
er use of the reclaimed Nor is 
this educational process confined sole- 
ly to those farmers on reclaimed land. 
Land that has been farmed for years 
often demands “reclaiming” as much 
as swamp or desert land. In short, 
“reclamation” now means general im- 
provement of rural life and the sub- 
stituting of progress for retrogression 
such as is found in many communi- 
ties in the south.” 

In referring to the problems of the 
south, he said. “In some ways the 
south is now faced with an agricul- 
tural crisis. Despite the fact that 
ours is one of the best natural agri- 
cultnral regions in the country other 
sections of the country are out-pro- 
ducing us. And these sections are 
notably those where intelligent recla- 


mation programs have been carried 
out,” 
Ascribing this tendency toward 
backwardness in certain sections of 
the south to the lack of educational 
reclamation, Mr.-McRae indicated that 
the conference will deal with this 
problem of the south and will attempt 
to find some way of coping with this 
drift toward retrogression in this day 
of progress. 

* The federal government has always 
been interested largely jn the various 
phases of reclamation and this work 
will be one of the approaches to farm 
relief which will be stressed under

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NEAR HIGH RECORD

New York, January 12.—(Special.) 
Albert Wiggin, chairman of the 
Chase National bank, now in the $1,- 


000,000,000 class and the second larg- 


est financial institution in the coun- 
try, has been one of the recognized 
top-notch leaders in Wall street for 
the past 20 years and more. Wiggin, 
while a doer of big things does little 
talking for publication. In the past 
20 years he has done more and talked 
lexs for publication than most out- 
standing men in the financial district 
here. This accounts for the wide dis- 
custion of this week's published an- 
nual report of the chairman of the 
Chase National to the shareholders of 
the bank. 

Wiggin stated that in recent vears. 
“to an undue extent the American 
people have been selling pital as- 
gets at a profit and necessarily treat- 
ing the profit as income’: that 
“neither the government nor the busi- 
ness world can afford to rely upon 
an indefinite continuance of a rising 
steck market’: that “both should con- 
sider the possibility of a reduced na- 
tional income when profits from cap- 
ital appreciation are reduced.” 

Wiggin says that in any review of 
our international relations, there are 
two outstanding developments, one, 
the visit of President-elect Hoover to 
Latin America which he believes will 
be of great value in solving future 
diplomatic and commercjal problems; 
the other, the negotiations inaugu- 
rated by S. Parker. Gilbert, looking 
toward a revision of the Dawes plan. 
He adds that Gilbert enjoys great 
coufidence of our bankers and that 
he may be sure that the new plan 
will receive the most 
study here. 

Foreign Loans Near Record. 

On the surface there does not ap- 
pear to be any connection between 
the foregoing high spots of the Wig- 
gin report to his shareholders, But 
there is just the same.

Our total foreign loans which have 
Ts ” eet, part in our ex- 
panding foreign trade now stand 
$14,000,000,000, according to By 
week's information from Washington. 
Phis total which does not include the 
$10,000,000,000 loaned foreign coun- 
tries by our government during the 
War is considered by Wall street as 
very conservative in that it js

The Business Barometer

Drawing food and fuel literally from 
the air, the army airplane Question 
Mark last week completed a flight 
during which it remained aloft six 
and a quarter days. ‘ 

This may seem an odd preface to 
a review of business conditions, but 
it is more apropos than may at first 
appear, for the flight is. not without 
its resemblance to the record-break- 
ing performance of the stock market, 
tion mark of business, The market 
is still aloft; each time it glides down- 
ward it is successfully refueled be- 
fore a landing becomes necessary, and 
thus far there is no sign of motor 
trouble serious enough to interrupt its 
flight, though everyone realizes it can- 
not stay in the air indefinitely. 

During the first part of last week 
the tendency of the stock market was 
downward. Its hesitancy was vari- 
ously ascribed to the big inerease in 
brokers’ loans reported for the previ- 
ous week and to fears of an early 
advance in the reserve hank rediscount 
rate. But by Wednesday the reaction 
seemed to have run its course and on 
Thursday afternoon the bears sustain- 
ed a defeat when the directors of the 
New York Reserve bank failed to 
raise the rate and an “easy money” 
weekly statement was issued. This 
statement showed a decrease of only 
$17,000,000 in. brokers’ loans, but the 
return of gold and currency to the 
member banks enabled them to reduce 
their borrowings from the reserve 
banks by $275,000,000. The year-end 
stringency is therefore fully relieved 
and stock market money is availabie 
at 6 per cent. 

As dear money rates during the 
holidays failed to depress stocks it 
would be paradoxical indeed if a de- 
cline should set in now that money 
is cheaper. And as a new high price 
of $600,000 was paid last week for 
seats on the Stock Exchange some one 
obviously expects that the market will 
have another fling before the long- 
heralded liquidation begins. 

But few look any longer to money 
rates for guidance to the immediate 
future of the stock market. For that 
the commercial and industrial news 
inust be examined, and until it con- 
tains some definite signs of coming 
business recession it is assumed that 
breaks in stock will be relatively brief 
in duration, though perhaps severe 
in proportion to the magnitude of 
the, speculation for the advance. 

The brief record that is thus far 
obtainable of the entry of business 
into 1929 is a song of prosperity 
with but one inharmonious note. That 
is a decline in building contracts 
awarded during December, according 
to the F. W. Dodge corporation, to a 
figure 9 per cent less than in the 
same month of 1927; a drop of 27 
per cent in the work contemplated 
at the end of 1928 as compared with 
a year earlier; and a decline of 14.8 
per, cent in building permits issued 
during the month, according to Brad- 
street’s. 

This downward tendency in con- 
struction, if long continued, will be 
felt in the building materials, equip- 
ment, machinery and furnishings in- 
dustries, and by labor; and the fig- 
ures may signify, as they have often 
done in the past, that a period of con- 
traction is being ushered in. But it 
is only fair to point out that a simi- 
lar slackening in building occurred 
late last summer and in the early 
fall. It proved to have no siguifi- 
cance, the trend quickly turned up- 
ward again, and perhaps the present 
orthodox economic 


It is one of the 


beliefs that advances in money rates 
will check enterprise such as building 
in which the capital cost looms large, 
but “cause and effect” have been so 
widely separated during the past year 
that it is difficult to say when the 
effect will appear even if the cause is 
present. “ 

And it is a fact, though superfi- 
cially a surprising one, that new fi- 
nancing, which should vary inversely 
with money rates, was as large in 
1928 as it was in 1927 when loans 
could be floated at a materially lower 
cost. The explanation is that dearer 
money has not impaired confidence 
and that while it has been more diffi- 
cult to sell bonds it bag been easier 


Opens auspiciously. 

Except for the building figures the 
reports from industry are extremely 
cheerful. Production of iron and steel 
has jumped ahead to a rate higher 
than any reached in December, in 
which the total steel production was 
the greatest of any December on_ret- 
ord. The reason is revealed in an in- 
crease of 303,712 tons in the unfilled 
orders of the United States Steel cor- 
poration during that month, and the 
trade reviews say that business since 
January 1 has been very large. 

The automobile manufacurers also 
are increasing their output to a rate 
well above the same period last year 
and they apparently will be able to 
keep it up during the first quarter 
at least. 

The cotton goods business was slack 
during December and mill output de- 
clined, but the slump was seasonal 
and the mills still have a backlog of 
unfilled orders to work on which will 
keep them busy until demane revives. 
The woolen and silk manufacturers 
are satisfactorily employed, though 
they find some causes for complaint 
in market conditions. 

This constitutes a picture of busi- 
ness under a momentum which will 
not soon be lost even if the forces 
that will eventually compel a reces 
sion are operating beneath the sur- 
face. The chairman of the Chase Na- 
tional bank in New York warns that 
while business has profited through 
the expenditure of funds gained by 
sale of capital assets at a profit and 
treating the profit as income, “neith- 
er the government nor the business 
world can afford to rely upon an in- 
definite continuance of a rising stock 
market. Both should consider the pos 
sibility of a reduced national income 
when profits from capital appreciation 
are reduced.” 

This possibility is the chief reason 
for apprehension. 

To complete the picture of business 
it only remains to say that expecta- 
tions that the advance in securities 
would eventually extend to commodity 
prices have thus far been disappointed. 
Looking back over the past few 
months it is apparent that copper is 
the only commodity which has gained 
any real ground. But most of the 
commodities are steady to firm; 
among those in a sound position cot- 
ton deserves first mention, 

Wheat and corn are somewhat high- 
er. Reports from Chicago indicate that 
speculative interest in the grain mar- 
kets is increasing. It may mark the 
beginning of the long-awaited revival 
of speculation in the commodity mar- 
kets, 

There is nothing unsettling in the 
political situation or abroad and as 
the optimistic estimates of the fore- 
casters are generally accepted for the

As a result of these conflicting in- 
fluences prices eased off moderately 
in the beginning of the week until 
March contracts showed a loss of 21 
points or a shade over a dollar a bale 
compared with the closing level of 
Saturday a’week ago. The holiday 
here on Tuesday helped this early de- 
cline owing t6 the natural desire of 
traders to even up commitments par- 
ticularly as the northern market and 
Liverpool remained open. 

Although the textile statistics for 
December as issued by the New York 
Textile Merchants’ association were 
disappointing, showing smaller sales 
for that month than the production 
and a considerable falling off in un- 
filled orders compared with the pre- 
vious month, the market was support- 
ed by predictions that the estimated 
consumption by a well-known author- 
ity would be bullish. Although the 
estimate of that authority when is- 
sued Friday was disappointing, in- 
dicating a considerable falling off com- 
pared with the preceding month, the 
effeet on the market was slight an‘ 
after a dip of less than a dollar a 
bale values promptly rallied. 

The rallies at the end of the week 
were due to the continued liberal ex- 
ports compared with the preceding 
season, an increasing spot demand and 
some rather liberal speculative buying 
by hoth Wall street and western in- 
terests. As a result, March contracts 
traded up to 19.60 on Saturday or 
67 points above the low reached on 
Monday and closed finally at 19.54 
or exactly two doHars a bale net high- 
er for the week comparing with the 
preceding Saturday's close.
